Canada is to be represented by two 
dolega’.es at the Sixth Annual Oongr 
fvs at the Permanent Association of 
!;.ssii Congresses, which will be open 
cii at Wa.shington, D.C., early in Oct 
oher. These are Col. Victor I. Smart, 
iioputy Minister of Railways, who 
t ill represent the Canadian Govemm 
cnt. and Col. T. A. Hiam, Assistant 
to the President, Canadian National 
Railways, Vancouver, who has been 
specially appointed to represent the 
League of Nations. 

Previous to coming to Vancouver 
lar t October to represent Sir Henry 
Tliorton on the Pacific Coast.

Snow and rain, fol 
lowed by dull foggy days made thre 
Riling impossible, and resulted in a 
slight lowering of grade in some diet 
ricLs. 

At present a series of warm bright 
days ha.s put all grains in excellent 
I'lro.sliing condition, and this work is 
l-i-.H-eedlng rapidly. < • 

In south eastern Alberta, threshing 
i I almost eompleted. In the south 
'.'I'Mt and central parts of the Province 
Irom .50 to 75 p.c. of wheat is thresh 
I'd. while in the northern ares, and 
i’euee River iltstrict, wheat threshing 
i. from 35 to 50 p.c. done. Thresing 
I orcentages for oats and barley are 
iiliout 10 p.c lower than those for 
V.' .eat, throughout the Province. 

Vieldfl have been equal to expecta- 
iiiinii and provide assurance that the 
isstimate of 120,000,000 bushels of 
v.'iieat l.^sued by the Dominion Bureau 
of Statistics, will bs realized. The 
yield of coarse grains In the east cent 
ral part of the Provnee is very low. 
In the south west, fslr, and In the 
northern and Peace River District, 
very heavy, Many yields of 100 bush¬ 
els per acre of oats are recorded. Pots 
to and root crops will give excellent 
ro'.ums and the supply will be at leu 
St equal to domestic equirements 
with possibility of some surplus. Sug 
ar Beet harvesting operations were 
il. layed by unfavorable weather, but 


are now progressing favorably with ' 
yield and quality above average. ' 
There is also 5J p.c Increase In acre- 
age over the previous year. 

Pasture is plentiful over the great 
cr part of the Province, and Live ' 
Stock arc In excellent condition. There ' 
ore Inillcntlons that therj will bo a 
considerable movement of feeder cat¬ 
tle to those districts w'.iorc lied is 
P'Icntiful. 

Very little fall plowing liaS bcea 
accomplished to dale. In Ihe areas 
where threshing Is most nearly com 
pleted. there is Insufficient moistuie 
for plowng, and where molsturj is sul 
ie'ent, threshing is demanJlug the 
attention of farmers. With continuan 
■e of present favorable weather, plow 
ing will proceed rapidly La the near 
future.

MILK IN AVIATION 

•'I believe an aviation pilot, to be 
fit for high pressure combat Hying, 
stunting and long periods In the air 
should use at least one quart of milk 
a day.” These are the words of Mias 
Elizabeth Haywood, dietician of the 
Methodist Hospital, Los Angeles, Cal¬ 
ifornia. Miss Haywood is also the off¬ 
icial dietician of the Grand Central 
Airport at Los Angeles, as this port 
found it necessary to appoint on offle 
ial dietician not only ns a means of 
instruction to men and women train¬ 
ing to become pilots, but for passeng¬ 
ers making air trips and prone to dev 
elop airsickness on long flights. 

Almost the first act of the new 
port dietician was the laying down of 
the diet most suitable to forefend nir- 
ilckness. The principal Ingredient was 
milk, a quart a day during long fli- 
■hts. This was in accordance with tht 
iractlce ot Army and Navy pilots 
•verywhere. A diet largely made up 
it milk dishes and milk to drink 
reventa in most cases, and in many 
nstance,s ameliorates, airsickness. 

At the Grand Central and also the 
ilendale Airports, men and women 
itudents found the Elizabeth Hay 
wood diets enabled them to remain 
more hours in the air without tiring. 
They also found something else; the 
Elizabeth Haywood milk dleU gave 
‘hem poise and comfort and Inculcal 
ed dietary habits of great permanent 
.'aluc. 

At the Glendalefield the “penny-a- 
pound” idea for giving "Joy-hop” fli 
hts to spectators in the field bcce.me 
juite popular. Many heavy-weight 
women, who desired to take advant- 
ge of these flights, consulted Miss 
laywood. who had recourse to milk 
s a fundamental dietary principle, 
nd demonstrated a method of using 
fiilk to secure adequate nourishment 
/hiic retaining firm skin and flesh 

yet reducing. 

Fresh milk, butter milk, cheese and 
our milk cuisine, as well as ice cr 
am. are now sered in the various 
icnus of the Western Air Lines as 
rime foods of the air. With the start 
the Curtiss Wright service has given 
nilk in the diet of its natuUcal stud 
-nts, and other flight services falling 
n btiiind the banner of milk and 
'lilk products, both Army and Navy 
'.chools now serve large quantities of 
iltk. itHTe the larger air schiMiIs of 
i similar nature which maintain a diet 
iry cuisine aerage about one and a 
half pints per day, tho the Govern¬ 
ment air schools run slightly more 
.has a quart per day per officer and 
•nan. 

The milk is given os a tanle bever¬ 
age. though in several civilian schools 
it is available all day long in cooled 
milk counters. It Is interesting to cb- 
serve that ali the greatest air pilots 
are heavy consumers of milk. Nuval 
aircraft carriers are among the heav 
lest per capita milk consumers. In the 
entire American military service, two 
meals per day see fresh cold milk 
from the ship's refrigerators served, 
not only In the officers mess but in 
the general crew's mess as well.
